The Kesult of aa Elopement.

Some short time since a man was charged 
at the Melboume Police Court witli attempt- 
ing to rob a Collingwood bank, and assault- 
ing the manager- At liis trixU on tho 18th 
August, at the Melboume Criminal Sessions, 
the person, w'hosc name wa? Charles Alar- 
sliall, told the following strange story. He 
said that in 1853 he worked its a miner at 
Ballarat, and maiTied to «a young and 
handsome wife . At that time a person named 
Alexander Jitmiesou was working in an 
adjacent chiim. Marshall one day on ro- 
tiiming to his home, found that liis wife had 
fled, mid he was told she had eloped with 
Jamieson. He visited Melbonrna and Gee- 
long ill avain search after her, and then he 
returned to Ballarat. AVhen lie got there 
one of Jameison’s mates had jumped his (Mar- 
sholi’fl) claim. Several yeai*s elapsed, and a 
aliort time since, w'hcn in Smith-street, he 
saw Mr Jamieson go into the Coininercial 
Bank tliere, and it stimck him th.at, in that 
person, ho saw the same man who was said 
to liave taken his wife away. He made en- 
quiries, and ascertained that he w^os Alexan- 
der Jamieson, tho manager of the Bank. 
The prisoner avowed that he tlien believed, 
and does yet, that the bank-man.ngor is the 
person who ran away with his wife. Still 
suiaiffing under the sense of tho injuries ho 
had received, Marsliall detennined to assault 
Jamieson when he could find him alone. Ho 
was anxious to assault Mr Jamieson outside 
the Bank, but he failed to obtain an oppor- 
tunity, He went into the Bank on two occa- 
sions. On the first one, he found that Mr 
Jamieson was not alone, but on hearing his 
voice, when he spoke to the ledger-keeper, 
he was firmly convinced that he w.as the same 
person who was at Ballarat in 1853 ; on the 
second, he committed the assault. lie had 
no desire to seriously injure Mr Jamieson, 
and w’hen lie saw liim turn pale, he ran away 
from the Bank in liorror. 'Tho prisoner con- 
cluded by expressing regret that Iris natural 
violent temper had led liim into the commis- 
sion of the offence to which ho had pleaded 
guilty, and he added that this was the first 
time that he had over been a party in a court 
of justice. His Honor said the prisoner pro- 
cce<led on unsiqiported suspicion. If ho had 
acted in a spirit of manly resentment, on 
facts actually ascertained, and immediately 
on tlio discovery of tlie wrong, he might be 
regarded as an object for commiseration j but 
in no case did the law tolerate a man brood- 
big over his wrongs, and then avenging them. 
The prisoner must be imprisoned for four 
months, and be bound over to keep the peaco 
towards Wr Jamieson for twelve months, 
prisoner himself in a recognisance of L190 
and two sureties of LOO each. In tho even j 
of his not obtaiiiiug sureties, prisoner to bo- 
imprisoned during tho twelve montlis. It 
will bo remembered that, on tlic 12th July, 
Marsliall went into tho Commercial Bank in 
tho aftcnioon, and presented a cheque for 
payment. On Mr Jamieson telling him tliat 
the cheque could not bo cashed there, lie took 
a hinii> of lead from his pocket and threw it 
at him, striking liim in the ribs and knock- 
ing liim down. Ho was nislriug round the 
counter in Mr Jamieson’s direction with a 
hand kerchief with another lump of lead in it, 
when a clerk employed at tho hank, whom 
the prisoner h-ad not seen, c.imo to liin ina- 
TjBgrr'n assistance. Friftoner then ran at^ay, 
but wii’i immediately captured.
